Charles street, at 8:15 o'clock Sunday 
m orning, seven persons are dead, one 
is fatally and four others are slightly 
injured, and a fine dwelling is com­ 
pletely wrecked. The dead are: 
JAMES R. ARMIGER, 55 years old. 
W ILLIAM B. RILEY, his son-in-law, 
aged 35 years. 
RICHARD RILEY, aged 4 years.' 
MARIAN RILEY, aged 2% years. 
MRS. MARIAN CHAMPLIN, wid­ 
owed daughter of Mr. Armiger. 
JAMES CHAMPLIN, aged 3 years. 
HAROLD MANUEL, of 
T urner & 
Manuel, stock brokers, 33 W all street, 
New York. 
The injured: 
Mrs. Jam es 
R. 
Armiger, 
aged 50 
years; burned about the arm s 
and 
shoulders. 
Alice J. W illiams, 22 years old, a 
colored domestic, who jumped from a 
fourth-story window and fractured her 
sku ll; fatally hurt.

nearly suffocated by smoke. 
Lucy W aters, servant; overcome by 
smoke. 
Rose Jones, overcome by smoke. 
The most astonishing circum stance 
about the disaster is that although the 
fire broke out at an hour when many 
persons were on the streets, and hardly 
five m inutes elapsed before the fire­ 
m en forced their way into the house, 
th e seven mentioned were past rescue. 
No more flagrant illustration of defect­ 
ive house construction has been fur­ 
nished here than this. 
In the dense 
sm oke the members of the household, 
some of w’hom had not yet arisen and 
H>ne of whom had left their ap art­ 
m ents, lost their way, groped 
about 
wildly, sunk down, suffocated and per­ 
ished. 
Before the firemen could enter they 
had to extinguish the flames in the 
lower story, and in m aking their w’ay 
upward were alm ost overcome. 
The fire was first seen by Louis W hit­ 
ing, the colored m an-of-all-work, who 
w as a t the tim e cleaning 
the 
front 
steps. 
W hiting ran to the adjacent 
corner and gave the alarm to ~ police­ 
m an, and hurried back to the house, en­ 
tered the front door, closed it behind 
him , and ascended to the second floor, 
w here Mr. and Mrs. Armiger had their 
bedroom. The house was by this time 
filled with a dense, stifling smoke, and 
w hen the negro and Mrs. Armiger a t­ 
tem pted to descend they found it im ­ 
possible. W hiting aided Mrs. Armiger 


life. 
In the front room on the third 
floor was found the corpse of Mr. Man­ 
uel. 
He, too, had the body of a child 
in his arms, telling another story of 
unrequited heroism. In the rear room, 
on the third floor, lying on the bed, the 
firemen found the dead body of Mr. 
Riley. By his side lay his wife, breath­ 
ing faintly. 
She was hurried into the 
open air in tim e to save her life, and, 
though she is badly burned about the 
face and arm s and half-crazed by her 
terrible loss, she will recover. 
In an­ 
other room w’ere the bodies of Mrs. 
Champlin and her 3-year-old son, while 
upon the upper floor the firemen found 
Mamie W hiting, the colored servant, 
unconscious from snoke, but not seri­ 
ously hurt. 
The fire, although a fierce one, was 
confined to the Armiger residence. The 
house is one of a row of granite front 
residences belonging to the A. S. Abell 
estate in Charles street just north of 
Lafayette avenue. 
It is four stories 
in height and was filled with costly 
furniture and much rare bric-a-brac, 
plate and unique jewelry, of which Mr. 
Arm iger was an enthusiastic collector.

Mr. Morgan Continues His Speech On 
Cuba 
Today—Question 
To 
Be 
Kept To the Front—House Pushing 
the Appropriation Bills—Washing* 
ton News. 


W ashington, Feb. 24.—The probabil­ 
ities are that the Cuban question and 
the tariff bill as affected by the silver 
substitute will divide the greater part of 
the tim e of the senate during the pres­ 
ent week. There will be an effort to-day 
by 
Senator Dubois, chairm an of 
the 
committee on public lands, to secure 
unanim ous consent to lay the Cuban 
resolution aside to perm it the consider­ 
ation of the bill extending the lim ita­ 
tion of the time in which suits may be 
brought to secure the restoration of cer­ 
tain granted lands to the government. 
The present lim itation expires in March 
and the president has by a special mes­ 
sage to congress asked for immediate 
action. This bill is one which will ex­ 
cite some debate, but it is probable 
th at an amicable arrangem ent will be 
made for its consideration some time 
during the week, if not today. 
Senator 
Morgan will 
continue his 
speech on the Cuban question whenever 
th at subject is again taken up. 
He 
probably will consume the greater part 
of another day in expounding his views 
and will be followed by other senators, 
including several of the members of the 
committee on foreign relations, among 
them 
being Senators Sherm an, Gray 
and Turpie. 
There also will be speeches on Cuba 
by several senators not members of the 
committee. 
Senator WThite will make 
an address during the W'eek on the legal 
aspect of the Cuban resolution, criticis­ 
ing its form and contending that there 
can be no recognition of belligerency 
except by executive action. 
It is the purpose of the advocates of 
Cuban recognition to keep the question 
as well to the front as they can until it 
shall be disposed of. though they are 
not hopeful of securing a vote this week. 
Senator C arter will make his speech 
on W ednesday on the tariff-silver bill, 
and is expected to explain his reasons 
as well as those of his republican col­ 
leagues in voting against the considera­ 
tion of the bill ten days ago upon Sena­ 
tor M orrill’s motion. He will in all like­ 
lihood be followed by other senators 
who acted with him. and a very anim at­ 
ed debate may result. 
It is probable that the arm y and agri­ 
cultural appropriation bills will be re­ 
ported from committee during the week, 
but not likely that they will receive im­ 
m ediate attention. 
The house is pushing ahead the ap­ 
propriation bills with all possible speed 
with a view to an early final adjourn­ 
ment. Already five of the thirteen gen­ 
eral appropriation bills have been sent 
to the senate—the army, m ilitary acad­ 
emy. urgent deficiency, diplomatic and 
consular and agricultural. The District 
of Columbia bill has In it several dis­ 
puted items, but will, it is believed, 
cause little trouble when it is again 
taken into the house. The Indian bill 
is under consideration, and the legisla­ 
tive, executive and judicial, the next in 
order, is on the calendar. 
The naval 
and postoffice bills will be brought in 
this w’cek. When these are disposed of 
but three will rem ain—the sundry civil, 
general deficiency and 
fortifications. 
The house leaders are still hopeful that 
some way can be found to secure action 
on the tariff bill in the senate, but be­ 
yond 
that there appears 
to be little 
chance for general legislation, except, 
perhaps, a bankruptcy and possible a 
Pacific railroad bill. Consequently they 
are hurrying along the appropriation 
bills and shaping things for an early ad­ 
journm ent. 
Mr. Cannon, chairm an of 
the appropriation committee, said yes­ 
terday th at sine die adjournm ent should 
be reached by the middle of May. 
Notice has been given by Mr. Johnson 
th at he will on Tuesday call up the Van 
Horn-Tarsney contested election case, 
but beyond that it is expected that the 
appropriation bills will consume the re­ 
mainder of the week.

A rm enian* a t Z nltoon D ying o f Cold and 
H a n g er— S ultan ’* C o m m lsilo n e n . 
Constantinople, Feb. 24.—The consuls 
of the powers who negotiated the peace 
at Zeitoun report the most terrible dis­ 
tress and illness there. There are 8,000 
refugees in the towrn, and an almost en­ 
tire absence of beds and clothing. Many 
are dying of cold and starvation. The 
am bassadors here have opened funds 
for their relief. 
It will be remembered th at the sub­ 
lime porte, soon after the massacres in 
this country, sent out commissioners to 
investigate recent disturbances and 
take measures for quieting the country. 
One group of commissioners went to 
Erzeroum and the other entered the 
country at Sassoun and came to Sivas. 
This commission from the interior did 
their work very rapidly, spending only 
a few days in each of the 
principal 
cities on their route. 
The day after their arrival they sum ­ 
moned before them a number of leading 
men, Moslems and Christians. 
These 
were adm itted to the presence of the 
commissioners 
separately, 
first 
the 
Moslems, afterw ard the Christians. Re­ 
port says that the commissioners said 
to the Moslems: “We did not expect so 
much of you, but now you have done it, 
never mind. Henceforth you must keep 
the peace.” 
When the Christians were adm itted 
the 
commissioners 
received 
them 
standing and at once began to read an 
address reciting the benefits the Chris­ 
tians had received during the reign of 
the beneficent Sultan 
Abdul 
Hamid 
Khan, and the perfidious conduct of the 
Armenians, who had started newspa­ 
pers and sent men to W ashington and 
Chicago to agitate and stir up the na­ 
tions against their government. In con­ 
clusion, the address said: 
“ Hereafter 
if either Turks or Armenians stir up 
trouble there will be no more im prison­ 
ments, but the death penalty will be 
visited upon such offenders.” 
After the reading of the address Ab- 
dulah 
Pasha 
began 
to address the 
Christians in a o u ch 
more 
violent 
strain. 
He said 
if the 
Armenians 
should again begin to agitate, not even 
the name of Armenian would be al­ 
lowed to rem ain; they would all be blot­ 
ted out. Drawing him self up to his full 
height, and stretching out his arm like 
a sword, he said: “W hat we gained we 
gained with blood, and when we give 
up this morsel w’e will give it up with 
blood, blood, blood!” 
It is estim ated that there are between 
80,000 and 100,000 people in extrem e 
destitution. 
Europe and America are 
touched with compassion, and funds are 
being gathered for the relief of the 
sufferers in every town and city. 
It is tar otherw ise with the Turks. 
They are hostile lo relief work, and 
oppose it in various ways. 
In the city 
of Palu the Turks said to the Christians: 
“I? our beneficent sultan washes you to 
have money he is abundantly able to 
give it; but he has not seen fit to do so, 
aud now you are receiving money from 
the English and forming an alliance 
w'ith them. We will cut you off.” 
No Christian in Palu dares to receive 
or distribute funds. 
The same is true 
of the town of Chooncoush. 
The Red 
Cross is about to take up this work of 
relief, but it is feared that the Turkish 
government will exhaust all its tactics 
to keep them from entering the coun­ 
try. 
W hile negotiations are pending 
the Armenians will be dying. 
Then, 
if they succeed in entering Turkey, 
they will have to encounter a popula­ 
tion hostile to their work, who have 
been emboldened by their success in re­ 
cent raids. 
It is hard to predict the 
result.

Leesburg, Fla., Feb. 24.—The abduc­ 
tion and m altreatm ent of Miss Grace 
Darrell, the pretty Chicago girl who is 
spending the winter with Mr. and Mrs. 
Jam es Arm strong at Center Hill, has 
aroused the people of the neighborhood, 
and a word from the girl would cause 
the lynching of the four young men 
suspected of the outrage. Miss Darrell 
was abducted on Thursday night while 
a party was in progress at the Arm­ 
strong home. She was not found until 
Saturday morning, when she was dis­ 
covered by searchers, tied to a tree in 
a dense thicket about four miles from 
Center Hill.

Dallas, Tex., Feb. 24—The fifth an­ 
nual meeting of the National Reform 
Press Association, composed of nearly 
2,000 populist editors, now’ in session in 
this city, has been characterized fly un­ 
usual harmony and enthusiasm . 
The 
report of the committee on resolutions 
is a compromise between the policy of 
the “ middle of the road” elem ent—that 
is. those favoring strict adherence to 
the text of the Omaha platform —and 
the liberal section of the party, or those 
favoring a broader policy 
calculated 
especially to attract the dissatisfied sil­ 
ver elem ent of the older political or­ 
ganizations. 
The significant portions of the reso­ 
lutions, after reiterating the unequivo­ 
cal demand of the party for the restora­ 
tion of the free lin a g e of silver at a 
ratio of 16 to I, without waiting for any 
other nation, are as follows: 
“We proclaim to the world that w’e 
are in favor of an honorable union and 
that our doors are open to the north, 
south, east and west, and all desiring a 
change in the nation and the em ancipa­ 
tion of our land, industries and institu­ 
tions from the rule of the British gold 
power are cordially 
invited to unite 
with us and jcin in the grand work of 
redemption. 
“W hile we greet with the open arm s 
of welcome the intelligent and honora­ 
ble im m igrants from the oppressed na­ 
tions of the old world, we unitedly dep­ 
recate the invasion of this nation by the 
pauper labor of Europe, who drive free 
and honest American toilers from ac­ 
tive employment to idleness, w ant and 
desperation. 
“Realizing th at many 
of 
our de­ 
mands, such as the income tax, the ref­ 
erendum , election of senators by 
the 
people, ownership 
of telegraphs and 
railroads, one term for the president, 
cannot be accomplished without the re­ 
vision or am endm ent of the federal con­ 
stitution, and the document has stood 
for 109 years and been amended fifteen 
times, while all the older states have 
changed their organic law’ more than' 
once, we recommend that our editors 
and people study and discuss the ad­ 
v i s a b l y of the St. Ixmis convention 
declaring in favor of a national consti­ 
tutional convention as 
prescribed iq. 
our federal constitution.” 
The following officers were elected for 
the ensuing year: President, Paul Van- 
dervoort of Nebraska; vice-president, 
Frank B urkitt of Mississippi; secretary 
and treasurer, A. Itosselle of Missouri; 
recording secretary, Jo. H. Parker of 
Kentucky. W. S. Morgan of Arkansas, 
the present incumbent, was re-elected 
official editor of the association. 
Hotel lobbies on Sunday presented an 
anim ated appearance. Much quiet talk 
has been indulged in regarding presi­ 
dential possibilities and the platform to 
be adopted at St. Louis in July. There 
is a general feeling that in the political 
upheaval sure to come this year many 
new’ men will come to the surface. Mr. 
Sibley of Pennsylvania is much dis­ 
cussed, and also Senator Allen of Ne­ 
braska. 
The name, however, which 
evokes the greatest 
enthusiasm and 
which is on everybody’s lips is that of 
Judge Henry C. Caldwell of Arkansas. 
There has been little talk as to vice­ 
presidential candidates. 
The name of 
Dr. Bayard S. Taylor of Chicago is fa­ 
vorably mentioned in that connection. 
Chairman Taubeneck of the national 
committee, who is present as an in­ 
vited guest of the association, expressed 
him self as w’ell pleased with the results 
of the session thus far, as the policy of 
the national committee to throw’ the 
doors of the party wide open to the ad­ 
vocates of free coinage has been fully 
sustained.
